social club, not incorporated for profit, 
to a member, is not a sale within the 
inhibition of the dramshop law." This 
decision Was rendered in 1894, and the 
Court seemed to be reluctantly forced 
to its opinion, for it suggested that the 
Legisiature, then soon to convent, could 
correct the situation.

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WHY? 

In the history of the long struggle of St. Louis 
against the oppressive bridge tolls of the bridge 
and terminal combine, the principle obstacle ef suc- 
cess has been a division of the shippers of the city 
on the issue. Every effort to get relief has been 
blocked by the opposition of leading influential busi- 
ness men—shippers and financiers—who have thrown 
the weight of their counsel and influence on the 
side of the combine. 

In the present struggle we find potential voices of 
praise for the combine and of protest against any 
action which would really be effective, and these 
voices represent powerful business interests identi- 
fied with St. Louis business outside of the railroads 
—interests which are in some unexplained way con- 
trolled by the railroads against the general inter- 
ests of the city. . 

What is the reason for this opposition of St. Louis 
business men to measures of relief for the general 
interests of the city? Why should a few large 
shippers find a benefit in conditions which are op- 
pressive to the mass of shippers, and oppose efforts 
to free the city from bridge tolls? What is the 
‘cause of the potent infinence of the railroad com: | 
bine with influential shippers? 

What reasonable ground can there be except favors 
in the past and the hope of favors in the future? 
What business man would oppose a just demand for 
the city unless he could see a special advantage to 
himaalf in the unjust conditions and in the defeat 
of the demand? 

The Post-Dispatch does not mean to say that 
there are not honest differences of opinion as to 
the methods of relief and men with honest doubts 
of the efficacy of proposed measures, but when all 
of these honest opponents of particular measures 
and methods are eliminated there still remains a 
powerful faction of business men who stand for 
and by the railroad combine. 

Efforts made by independent railroads and by mer- 
chants in the past to abolish the bridge arbitrary 
have been defeated by conspiracies of the combine 
railroads and transfer companies favoring large 
shippers. It is a matter of common notoriety*that 
influential shippers have been favored. What are 
the facts about the favors which work injustice upon 
the mass of shippers? What violations of law do 
they involve? : 

All the facts should be brought to light. There 
should be a publie investigation, an inquiry author- 
ized by the Legislature, to obtain and lay bare the 
facts about the bridge and terminal combine and its 
monopoly methods. A thorough inquiry should be 
made by the Federal Government as an essential 
part of its action in the courts. There may be 
ground for action by the Federal grandjury. 

The President should hurry up and proclaim the 
‘Thanksgiving date. Thousands of people are wor- 
rying as to whether it is to be Nov. 23 or Nov. 30.

NEW YORK EDITORIAL OPINION

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Can Czarism 
save itself from destruction in the pres- 
ent crisis? asked the World and it an- 

swers its own question thus: 

“So far it has displayed even less ca- 
pacity for effective action than the Rus- 
sian populace. In despair the Czar leans 
on two men in St. Petersburg—Trepoft, 
who stands for forcible repression, and 
Witte, whoPrepresente conciliation and 
progress, o neither has he the heart 
or will to grant a free hand. 

No one can say what will happen in 
Russia. No one in Russia speaks with 
confidence. Behind the curtain the ele- 
mental forces of the nation are in com- 
motion. At any moment they may break 
loose and run wild. But if liberty is the 
final outcome, it would be worth a 
dreadful sacrifice. 


Concerning the literary and dramatic 
incident of the hour—Shaw’s play, “M.s. 
Warren’s Profession,” which was barred 
from New Haven on Saturday, the Press 
says: “Mrs. Warren is not in the in- 
decent class. The play is meant to teach 
a moral lesson and it does. Which re- 
ealls the gentleman who asked Dr. 
Johnson whether he did not conagider a 
certain picture Indecent, ‘No,’ said the 
sage, ‘but your question is.. Apparent- 
ly at New Haven, where the most vul- 
gar members of Yale Criminal Club at- 
tended the performance and where the 
Mayor has revoked the license of the 
much-discussed play, it was the audi- 
ence that was indecent.”’

There is a strangely universal mas- 
culine arrogation of the subtler quali- 
ties of soul, which reason and observa- 
tion seek in vain to justify. 

Of this sublime sex-egotism Bernard 
Shaw is the latest and worst exponent. 
In “Man and Superman” he describes 
the struggle between the “man-artist 
and the mother-woman,”" whose “blind 
.ury of creation’ lures him to matri- 
mony at the expense of art. 

As if only men could be artists. and 
Art followed a Schenck method to de- 
termine the sex of her children and had 
starved herself tiil they were all boys. 

There is precisely the same struggle 
between the woman-artist and the 
manfathers going on, and if the former 
marries she makes an identical sacrifice 
of art to nature. © 

The only souls I have ever seen have 
belonged to women, and if occasionally 
a soul seems to look from a man’s eyes 
it is only one that some woman has lent 
him and that he forgot to return. 

Men may be born with souls, but 
they shed them early, and I have often 
thought the reason the Greeks likened 
the soul to the butterfly is because it is 
the fate of so many butterflies to be 
chloroformed.

Gumperts, the manager and also the 
manager of the Garrick, was wholly re- 
Sponsible for the new order. 

“I still stand by my Original opin- 
ion,’’ said Mr. Daly, “that Mrs. War- 
ren is fit for any aociety. She is not a 
social outcast. 

“Her expulsion from the Orpheum 


Theater in New Haven on Friday night 
was due entirely to the fact that an ig- 
norant: official had it in his power to 
pass judgment on an artistic creation.
